I  am  29  years  at  oca,  of  Burmese  nationality,  barn  at  rfcauo, 
jy  permanent  home  is  at  raungkho  and  I  am  at  present  living  at  Naunfcho 

During  June  1944,  when  1  was  working  for  the  Burma  police  at 
Bhauo,  after  the  rains  had  coEueneed  in  North  Bora,  I  nos  Given  orders 
by  my  chief  to  ao company  the  r,T.  YOSHXKAHA  as  an  Interpreter  on  his 
tours. 


The  same  evening  YOSHXKATiA,  another  jap  IU.  .  (name  not  known), 
DA  PYX  and  myself  left  ifcano  by  truok  for  the  17th  jfrlo  on  the  tfiamo/ 
lyitkyina  Road,  arriving  there  after  dork  about  2200  hours.  slept 
there  that  night  with  a  jap  unit  whose  comander  had  requosted  the  K.T. 
to  report  to  him  for  duty. 


Early  the  next  morning  we  left  in  the  dlrootion  of  E01&.X,  with 
13  other  jop  troops.  YOSKXEuQA  suspected  the  I  :a  china  in  and  around  BOl! 
RAX  of  helping  the  British  or  .Jlied  Troops  in  the  oroa.  Ujfien  we 
itrrived  ut  B01i  RAX,  YOSHHIATTA  arrested  8  Kaohins  (males),  and  after  a 
short  stay  we  all  made  our  way  book  towards  the  17th  mile.  (These  ■ 
Kuchins  (none  not  known  were  Kaohins  who  were  preparing  to  visit  the 
flats  on  a  purchasing  trip,  when  they  were  arrested.)  After  walking 
two  miles,  a  halt  was  called  (for  a  rest)  and  YOSHEA’TA  got  the  Kaohins 
together  and  oosmenoed  questioning  them  regarding  Allied  troops  in  the 
vicinity  and  accualg  them  of  purchasing  food  for  them,  as  these  Kaohins, 
Then  searched,  were  found  in  tho  possession  of  silver  rupees.  Ehcn  the 
interrogation  was  beingcarrled  out,  an  aircraft  (/jarican)  passed  over¬ 
head,  and  YOEKIKAEA  took  the  chance  to  further  aoouse  the  8  Kuchins  of 
being  spies,  ns  then  gave  the  order  to  the  13  jap  soldiers  to  bayonet 
the  Kuchins,  pwo  of  the  Kaohins  come  forward  and  oonfossed  about  the 
Chinese  troops  in  the  vlolnity,  and  they  were  not  killed  (the  six 
others  were  killed  there j  1  was  present  on  tho  spot).^ 

-e  proceeded  on  our  Journey  and  arrived  at  the  17th  mile  after 
dork,  having  the  two  Kuchins  with  us.  These  two  ruchins  were  tied  up  to 
trees  for  the  night  and  mode  their  escape bhf ore  dawn.
